Add To Street Noises 


Taxicabs In New York Cannot Install 
Radio Sets 

Two thousand smart new taxicabs 
operating in“New York City streets 
are about to be stripped of their new- 
est gadget for attracting fares — 
radio sets. 

In an order which became effect- 
ive Dec. 20, James 8. Bolan. police 
commissioner, rescinded permission 
he granted last September for in- 
stallation of radios in taxicabs and 
demanded that the radios already in- 
stalled be taken out or the owner's 
back license woulud be subject to re- 
vocation. 

The radios already instai'ed in 2,- 
005 cars and orders for equipnient for 
3.000 more represent an investment 
of $200,000 by the operators, Maurice 
Hotchner, executive chairman of the 
United Taxicab Board of Trade, Inc., 
sa‘d, The 2,000 radio taxicabs with 
radios were manufactured by Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation and equipped 
with radio sets costing $40 each. 

The sets are installed so that they 
cannot be switched on by the driver; 
but only by the passenger when the 
cab ig in motion and the flag down. 

Advocates of the radio-eqgu'pped 
cabs attributed the opposition to the 
fact that the radios were being too 
successful in attracting patrons. 

In his order, Mr. Bolan said that 
the radios not only add to the din 
of street noises when in operation, 
thus constituting a public nuisance, 
but that the difficulty of keeping 
them’ in repair would add materially 
to the cost of taxicab upkeep at the 
expense of reserve funds which 
should be set aside to enable oper- 
ators to meet their liabilities, The 
radios were also likely to distract 
the attneitno of drivers, he said, and 
accident frequency

1 tablespoon cold water. 

1 pint milk. 

83 tablespoons sugar. 

6 apples. 

Maraschino cherries. 

1 teaspoon lemon flavoring. 

1'cup sugar. 

4% cup water. 

¥% teaspoon red food color. 

Cinnamon, if desired. 

Make asyrup of 1 cup sugar, % cup 
water, cinnamon, and red food color 
by boiling 5 minutes. Put the apples, 
which have been peeled and cored, in 
a pan and pour the syrup over them. 
Bake until tender, basting frequent- 
ly. Place apples in individual. dishes, 
filing center of each apple with syrup. 
When cooled and syrup has jellied, 
chill in refrigerator. Dissolve tablet 
for junket in 1 tablespoon cold 
water. Add 3 tablespoons sugar: and 
lemon flavoring to milk, and warm 
to lukewarm—not hot, Add dissolved 
tablet for junket, stir a few seconds, 
and pour over apples; Let stand until 
firm, then chill in refrigerator.

ing,” says the late General Sir Arthur 
Currie, Principal.and Vice-Chancel- 
lor of McGill University, in his last 
report to, the Board of Governors. 

Gompleted by Sir Arthur a few 
days before he was overtaken by 
illness, which resulted in his death 
on Nov. 30, the report was published 
after approval had been obta‘ned 
from the Governor-General of Can- 
ada in the capacity as visitor to the 
university. 

“Education merely as a decoration 
is desp‘cable,” Sir Arthur continues, 
“Education for utilitarian purpose 
has some justification. But education 
that kindles the imagination, awak- 
ens the power of vision, teaches man 
to create, to evolve new ideas to 
blaze fresh trails—this is the very 
loftiest aim of a university and the 
most splendid support it ean perforn:

Every kind of 
bomb has been tried, including the 
spectacular div'ng of bombing ’planes 
which attain speeds of 300 miles an 
hour. 

Each boat takes three two-hour 
turns in the bombing area, speeding 
up and down in a straight or zig-zag 
course according to wireless instruc- 
tions, {while "planes rain bombs on 
them.

The new year opened with conditions prevailing which give rise to 
miixed f of hope and despair, of confidence and a lack of it, of en- 
ura t and discouragement, but a study and weighing of these condi- 
reveal that the more hopeful aspect of things over-shadows and out- 


weighs the less encouraging. 


,. Despite all the rumors and threats of war, coupled with the failure,— 
®t us hope,—of the disarmament conference, peace among the 
freat na’ of the world was maintained throughout the past year. This 
in itself is encouraging and much to be thankful for when we recall the 
coming dn of a hew year less than two decades ago ‘with millions of men 

ed in conflict. 

24 encouraging is the fact that the foremost sta en of the 
world are striving as never before to maintain peace among the nations, and 
to create and develop relationships which will operate to make such peace & 
permanent condition, rather than something very precarious and liable to 

_ destruction upon the slightest provocation. 

_ The new year fell heir to the depression which began to sweep the 
World in the late months of 1929 and continued for four years with steadily 
increasing severity. Notwithstanding the fact that the depression continues, 
Signs were not lacking as the old year closed that definite improvemerits 
were taking place, and that many factorg were coming into play which 
would have a decided effect in promoting and greatly extending such im- 
provements. Business in many countries, Great Britain, United States and 
Canada included, is better and on the upgrade, more people are at work, a 
feeling of greater confidence is evident. The improvement may be small and 
slow in developing, but it has started, and there are grounds for believing 
that it will continue and achieve greater momentum dur‘ng this new year. 

One of the strongest reasons for such faith and confidence is that men 
and women of good will everywhere aré devoting their talehts and bending 
their energies to the task of finding solutions for the problems which dis- 
tress the world. Many weaknesses and evils in our economic and social struc- 

( ture have been exposed of which most people had no knowledge, but, now 
they are known, men and women of all classes and conditions are determin- 
ed to remove them. People have been brought closer to one another in this 
time Of adversity than could have been possible in the heyday of general 
prosperity. The further development of this greater unselfishness is one of 
the opportunities which this new year presents to- all. 

The real promise of this new year rests with each of us as individuals. 
Notwiths what is said to the contrary, it is still as true as it ever 
was that man is largely the master of his own destiny It is still within our 
power to make or mar our own lives, although it is alsu true that we in- 
fluence and affect for good or ill the lives.of others about us, and that they, 
in turn, affect us. Granted that this is so, man can nevertheless counteract 
these influences and order his own way of life to a very large extent. 

There was a time when people looked upon the Great War as a war to 
end war, but they now realize that fighting is not the way to end fighting; 
rather that the way to end fighting is to stop fighting; that the way to 
world betterment is not through some universal upheaval and general over- 
throw of the existing order of ‘things, but that the way igs along paths of 
peace, of removal of evils, of progressive reforms, of strengthening and 
adding to the structure which has been erected and improved through all the 
experiences of the past. And’ so the realization is growing that it must be 
through the unselfishness and individual merit and effort of the people them- 
selves that each new year can and will be made better and happier than the 
one that went before. 

The year 1934 has been given to us. What are we as individuals going 
to make of it? It is within our power, regardless of what world conditions 
may be, to make this new year a better, happier one so far as we as individ 

‘ ~—Wals are concerned than last year proved to be. Equally, we.can, if we so 
choose and act, make it a far less happy and a decidedly worse year for 
ourselves. It is, therefore, up to us as individuals to make our own wishes 
for happiness in this new year come true, because happiness is a thing of 
the spirit and not merely of worldly possessions.

802,464.
